The general manager of KBEACH 
radio was placed on administrative 
leave on March 29, leaving the station 
in a scramble to regroup. 

John Trapper, who has been the gen- 
eral manager of KBEACH at Cal State 
Long Beach for 12 years, said there

had been an ongoing dispute between 
himself and the management of As- 
sociated Students Inc. Trapper would 
not give details on the nature of the 
dispute. 

According to Trapper, his desk had 
been cleared and his email was shut 
off less than 30 minutes after meeting 
with the human resources director and 
attorney for ASI. Trapper said he was 
in shock by their decision. 

“They gave me no reason,” Trapper 
said. “I went into the meeting thinking 
it was going to be a happy resolution to 
the dispute, and they asked me to sign 
my resignation.” 

Trapper said he is not considering 
the deal offered for his resignation. 

“l’m ready to come back to work 
tomorrow, and I’m hoping that’s the 
conclusion,” he said. 

Trapper said- the administrative 
leave was ill-timed, as KBEACH is 
currently preparing to broadcast on the 
FM HD signal in three weeks. The re- 
sponsibility of the station now rests on 
the shoulders of the six student man- 
agers.

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presidency by 440 votes, beating op- 
ponent Diana Phan. He received 55.6 
percent of the vote. 

Phan said she still wants to be in- 
volved in ASI and that she might apply 
for any cabinet positions that are open. 

“Just because I lost I’m not going to 
disappear from ASI,” Phan said. “I’m 
here, I’m still willing to help them.” 

A total of 12 percent of students 
voted in the run-off elections in com- 
parison to the 14.5 percent in the first 


election cycle in March. 

The voter turnout in March set a 
new school record in Cal State Long 
Beach history. 

“The vote almost beat the regular 
elections vote, so the students’ voices 
were definitely heard,” Bolin said. 

Bolin said that he and Haberstroh 
want to be ready with plans for the stu- 
dents on the first day of school for the 
fall semester. 

“We'll be working all summer to 


have plans implemented on the first 
day of school,” Bolin said. 

The last presidential run-off was in 
2009 between Avis Atkins and Chris 
Chavez and the last vice presidential 
run-off was in 2008 with Chavez and 
Jason Aula. 

There are open appointed positions 
for 2012-13. The filing period ranges 
from today to April 26. Positions avail- 
able include Chief of Staff and Chief 
Programming Officer. 


Call for CSU to freeze executive pay 


Ten percent pay 
hikes to two 
incoming CSU 
presidents spurs 
opposition.

In light of financial challenges the 
Cal State University currently faces, 
State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction Tom Torlakson has called 
on the CSU to freeze any increase in 
executive compensation. 

Torlakson addressed a letter to 
Chancellor Charles B. Reed and 
Chair of the Board of Trustees A. 
Robert Linscheid last Monday, ex- 
pressing his opposition to the board’s 
decision in their March meeting to 
grant 10 percent pay hikes to two in- 
coming CSU presidents.

At the meeting, the board also ap- 
proved a plan to freeze enrollment at 
most campuses in Spring 2013 if the 
system is to face a $200 million cut 
this November. 

“We face the very real potential of 
a 35 percent reduction in state fund- 
ing to the CSU in just 18 months’ 
time,” Torlakson said in the letter. 

In January, the board capped the 
pay of incoming campus presidents 
at no more than 10 percent above that 
of their predecessors, but Torlakson 
doesn’t think the policy has had much 
effect. 

“This policy was designed to cre-

ate a ceiling for compensation during 
a time of crisis,’ Torlakson said. “In- 
stead, it appears that it is also being 
used as a floor.” 

According to CSU spokesman Erik 
Fallis, the board adopted the policy 
in response to “illegitimate concerns 
that balancing the need of higher 
quality leadership for the university 
needed to be done in the context of 
the financial realities the university 
system is in.” 

These concerns were raised by 
the trustees’ approval last July of a

Fallis said the setting of an incoming 
employee’s salary is based upon that in- 
dividual’s qualifications. 

With more qualifications, an incom- 
ing president could be paid a higher 
rate.

Torlakson is urging his executive sal- 
ary freeze proposal as the CSU system 
searches for five more campus presi- 
dents to fill positions at San Bernardi- 
no, California Maritime, San Francis- 
co, Stanislaus and Monterey Bay. 

He suggests that the open positions 
be filled with incoming presidents will- 
ing to accept the base pay amount of 
their predecessors, with no increase 
promised for a specified minimum pe- 
riod of time. 


Whether or not Torlakson’s proposed 
salary freeze will take effect depends 
upon the board, Fallis said. 

“The students we serve and the pub- 
lic that supports our system enjoy no 
immunity from the consequences of 
the Great Recession, which has left 
millions without work and millions 
more working harder for less,” Torlak- 
son said. “Why should those we select 
to lead our campuses be any differ- 
ent?”

Saudi Arabian women should not be excluded from Olympic Games

This living museum portion was 
considered the pre-show and, after a 
while, the audience’s attention was 
called to a precession led by singers 
singing the traditional Mexican song, 
“La Llorona,” and carrying an ill Kah- 
lo, played by Marissa Ibarra. 

The audience was led into the Studio 
Theater where the cast was arriving and 
singing on stage. The set design of the 
thrust stage was simple with only seven 
large strips of off-white fabric suspend- 
ed downstage that acted as a canvas 
for multimedia projections. Through- 
out the show, many of Kahlo’s famous 
works of art, pictures and colors were 
projected onto the canvas when they 
were referenced in the sequence of her 
life. 

The main performance began as 
Ibarra, as Frida, broke the fourth wall 
and told the audience who she was and 
the itnportance of her life. The plot of 
the main production focused specifi- 
cally on Kahlo and followed her jour- 
ney though life, starting from when she 
was just a small girl. The show touched 


up at random with multiple fraternities 
and other members from the cultural 
Greek community. The teams were pro- 
vided with a strict set of guidelines to 
follow for each of their routines. 

Judges ranged:from CSULB professors 
and members of the camp. They based 
their criteria on creativity, performance 
and the incorporation of Camp One 
Heartland within each skit, with no more 
than 14-minutes to execute each routine. 

After a dance from the members of 
the Greek committee, the night kicked 
off with Sigma Kappa performing with 
Kappa Sigma, Zeta Phi Rho and Sigma 
Lambda Gamma as “The Rugrats.”

on many themes behind her famous art 
work, such as her turbulent marriage 
to Diego Rivera, (Diego Parada), her 
heartbreaking inability to have children 
and her multiple illnesses. 

The script was written by Babcock 
with a team of writers and incorporated 
some Spanish within the dialogue. Also 
found in the dialogue was poetry in a 
particularly passionate scene between 
Kahlo, Rivera and Kahlo’s sister Chris- 
tina (Valerie Bentson). In this scene, 
Kahlo confronts Rivera about his affair 
with her sister. The rhythm and flow in 


the characters of “Pokémon.” Alpha

“The Ninja Turtles,’ making the crowd

The Long Beach State baseball 
team went into its series against UC 
Riverside looking to capitalize on its 
opening series victory over Cal Poly 
San Luis Obispo. 

The Dirtbags (12-17, 4-2 Big West 
Conference) didn’t get off to a good 
start, however, as they dropped the 
first game of the three game series to 
the Highlanders on Thursday, 3-2. 

Thursday’s game went 10 innings 
with junior starting pitcher Matt An- 
derson tossing six strong innings for 
LBSU. Anderson allowed just two runs 
on six hits but struck out just one batter. 

UCR (9-15, 2-4 Big West) starting 
pitcher Dylan Stuart threw eight in- 
nings of nine-hit baseball. Stuart al- 
lowed just two runs while striking out 
three Dirtbags. = 

The game was handed over to the 
bullpen yet again for LBSU, and senior 
relief pitcher Matt Johnson held tough 
through three innings. 

The Dirtbags and the Highlanders 
went into extra innings tied at two 
runs apiece, but were retired in order 
in the top of the 10th after senior cen- 
ter fielder Brennan Metzger flied out to 
center, sophomore first baseman Jeff 
Yamaguchi grounded out to short, and 
freshman right fielder Richard Prita- 
gano struck out looking. :

Friday’s contest was another close 
one but ended with a different result 
with the Dirtbags pulling it out 5-4. 

Sophomore starting pitcher Ryan

The Dirtbags got on the scoreboard 
early after a single from Metzger 
scored junior short stop Matt Duffy in 
the top of the first:

The Dirtbags took an 8-2 decision 


over the Highlanders behind seven 
innings of work on the mound from 
starter Shawn Stuart (3-0).

Casper Ware, Larry Anderson and 
T.J. Robinson have been selected to 
play in the Portsmouth Invitational 
Tournament from April 11-14 in Ports- 
mouth, Va. 

The four-day event showcases the 
64 top senior men’s basketball players 
in the nation. The 12-game tourna- 
ment will allow the players a chance 
to play in front of scouts from every 
NBA team and scouts from a number 
of international leagues. ‘ 

The players are divided onto eight 
teams with Ware playing for Team 
Sales System, Ltd. , Anderson playing 
for Team Cherry, Bekaert and Hol- 
land, and Robinson playing for Team 
Mike Duman. 

Ware averaged 17.4 points and 3.4 
assists per game this season while 
leading the ‘Niners to a 25-9 over- 
all record and an appearance in the 
NCAA tournament for the first time 
since 2007. 

Anderson averaged 13.7 points, 4.9 
rebounds and three assists and was 
named First Team All-Big West Con- 
ference for third time in his career. 


~ Anderson is also the LBSU’s all-time 


leader in steals with 206. 

Robinson ‘averaged 12 points and 
10.2 rebounds for the 49ers. Robin- 
son finished ‘his collegiate career as 
the all-time leading rebounder in both 
LBSU and Big West history with 1,208 
boards.
